The quotations from Cardlnn] Gibbons
and Archbishop Farley were used by
the Rev. J. H. McMahon, Director of
the Cathedral Ltbrary, in his lecture,
“Divorce In Its Practical Aspects to
Catholics,” delivered before the Catholic
Jdbrary Association at the Hotel Ma-
jestic.

In speaking of the relatlons of Cath-
ollec familles with divorced persons,
Father McMahon said:

“Persons who are not only divorced ac.
cording to the civil law, but who in-
sisted upon cemarrying before the
death of their previous partner, should
be punished even to the extent of social
ostraclsm. The Church recognizes the
legality of geparation from husband and
wife for varlous serlous offenses, but
Cathollics should remember that this
does not justify the remarriage of di-
vorced persons.” He sald that it some-
times happened, however, that so-called
Catholics had not only been dlvorced,
but remarried, and that thelr Catholic
relatives and friends had attended the
subsequent ceremony. Such relatives
and friends are almost as much to blame
as the participants, because they did not
have to resist ‘'surging passions.'
While such so-called Catholics should
be ostracised, this should be of a soclal
nature, and they should personally be

the Catholic Church was erroneous. A

-great many Catholics do not understand

the Church's attitude toward divorce, he
said.

Divorces Recognised.

He remarked that a certaln specles of
divorce Is recognized by the Church, as,
for Instance, when a marriage has not
been consummated it can be dissolved
by the Church, and. further. there Is
what is called the “Pauline privilege,”
pecause the authority for it is given in
one of St. Paul's Episties. This relates
to marriages between persons not Chris-
tlans, When one party becomes a Chris-
tian and finds ® Impossible to live with
the other the Church sanctions a dlvorce
from the non-Christian.

“Unhappily,” sald Father McMahon,
“this privilege is liable to abuse. In
ordinary sense, as popularly understood,
thée Cathollc Church recognizes no di-
vorée when the marriage has been ratl-
fled by Catholic or Christlan rite and
consummated."’

In referring to the second marriage of
Senator Depew he sald the law of the
Catholic Church absolutely forbade the
celebration of marriage by a Catholie
priest when there was to be a subsequent

marriage by a Protestant clergyman, He
gsald that in this case there was first a
mmrrlnze performed by the cure and that
he had been decelved as to the fact that
there would be another ceremony per-
formed by a Protestant clergyman.
